‘’ JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 13— 
‘When the new Missouri Constitu- 
tion was in process of prepara- 
tion, experts in state government 
told the delegates in the Consti- 
tutional Convention that a con- 
solidation of the many tax col- 
lecting agencies of the state 
would result in greater efficiency 
and a saving of at least $1,000,000 
a biennium in the operation of 
the government. 

The consolidation was effected 
through laws passed in 1945 put- 
ting into effect changes provided 
in the new Constitution. 

That there has been increased 
efficiency is certain, but, instead 
of a million dollar saving, the op- 
erating expense of the new De- 
partment of Revenue and the de- 
partments from which; the col- 
lection duties were taken, hz- in- 
creased more than $3,000,000 
biennium from $5,310,000 to $8,- 
325,000. If-higher appropriations 
set up by Gov. Forrest Smith in 
the 1951-52 budget are approved 
by the Legislature, the increase 
$4,500,000, 
reaching a total of $9,830,000. 

Revenue Consolidation. 

’ Under the old system, tax col- 
Tections were _ scattered all 
through the capitol, automobile 
and drivers licenses by the Sec- 
retary of State, sales tax and in- 
come tax by the State Auditor, 
inheritance tax by the State 
‘Treasurer and various other taxes 
by ° different departments. All 
have been consolidated in a Rev- 
enue Department. 

The experts’ estimates of sav- 
ings were based principally on 
the theory that fewer employes 
would be needed and that dupli- 
cation of much office equipment 
would be avoided. It has not 
worked out that way. : 

In the 1943-44 biennium, the 
last complete period under the 
old set-up, 876 persons were 
shown by the State Manual to be

Miss Gabor, an international 
beauty who used to play the 
role of a spy on a radio “soap 
opera,” told police that the rob- 
bers found her alone in her 
apartment,. threatened her: with 
pistols and escaped with the valu- 
ables. 


Miss ,.Gabor is the sister of 
Sari Gabor, wife of actor George 
Sanders, and former wife of 
hotel magnate Conrad Hilton. 
The third sister, Eva, is a broad- 
way actress. 


Magda’s apartment on New 
York’s fashionable East Side is 
on the first floor of a building 
owned by her mother, Jolie. 

The Gabor family operates a 
firm which sells jewels and cos- 
metics to. some of the richest 
and best dressed women in 
America, 

Magda, who has been in the 
United States for about six 
years, gave up her radio career 
and now is vice president of the 
Gabor Corp., which operates the 
family business. She designs jew- 
elry for the firm. 

She said that one robber 
forced her to sit in a chair 
while the other ransacked her 
apartment.

dispute in all of its phases. Nego- 
tiations between the company and 
the union opened late in 1949 but 
soon bogged down; first on the 
question of contract terms. Then 
the two parties became hopeless- 
ly deadlocked on the manner of 
arbitrating their differences. 

The union wanted private arbri- 
tration of the type prescribed in 
its 1949 contract but the company 
contended that, since that con- 
tract had been terminated, the 
issues should be submitted to a 
public fact-finding board to be. es- 
tablished under the King-Thomp- 
son Act. The mediation. board 
headed by Julian overruled the 
union and ordered the issues sub- 
mitted to a fact-finding panel. 
The company refused to accept 
all of the recommendations of the 
fact-finding pahel, which under 
the King-Thompson Act were not 
binding. The continued deadlock 
between the coOmpany and the 
union led the union to set a strike 
deadline for Aug. 10 to compel 
compliance with the fact-finders’ 
recommendations. Julian was in 
frequent conference with both 
sides, jointly and separately for 
many weeks before the strike 
deadline. 

Placed in Nominal Charge. 
At midnight Aug. 10, Gov. Smith 
seized the transit line under pow- 
ers granted by the King-Thomp- 
son Act and placed Julian in 
nominal charge of the company.

This type of price order says to each 
seller that his ceiling is the highest price 
charged by him during a given base period 
for the same commodity or, if he did not} 
sell it, for a substantially similar commodity, 
or if he did not sell one, then the highest

There must be a strict, policy against price 
increases, for increases in the prices of major 
commodities rapidly spell adjustments at 
subsequent levels and in other industries.

On the one hand, it can make the greatest 
effort to defend itself of which it is capable. 
If it does this, there is a possibility, and 
even a probability, that it will survive in 
freedom and decency. 

Or, on the other. hand, the free world can 
refuse to make the necessary effort, and in 
this case it will almost surely perish in its 
present form. 

The North Atlantic Treaty powers are 
dedicated to the proposition that they must 
and will make the maximum, effort te stay 
free.

How effectively are the tree powers work- 
ing out their individual and collective de- 
fenses? Are America’s partners doing their 
share? Is the United States doing its share? 

The truth of the matter is, as President 
Truman said in his message on the State 
of the Union this week, that none of the 
partners is doing as much as it needs to do, 
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last June. Four hundred men are engaged in 
operating the Royal.Canadian Air Force air- 
lift to Korea. 

R.C.A-F. pilots in the strength of one 
squadron are serving in England, flying Brit- 
ish planes. 

The R.C.A.F. is training detachments of 
other North Atlantic Treaty air forces in 
Canada, as it did during World War II. 

The Canadian defense budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year totals $987,000,000, an in- 
crease of 80 per cent over outlays for arms 
budgeted. before the Korean conflict broke 
out. Of this total, $300,000,000 is earmarked 
for contributions to the mutual defense prep- 
arations of the North Atlantic Treaty Powers. 
Canada has already provided the equipment 
for a Dutch division out of this fund, and has 
offered to equip another. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


The British have taken steps to strengthen 
their national military establishment consid- 
erably since the outbreak of the Korean 
crisis, and plan further increases. 

There are now approximately 845,000 men 
in uniform.in Britain’s armed forces. Of 
these, roughly 465,000 are serving in the 
army, 155,000 in the navy and 225,000 in the

All men serving at the time of the 
outbreak of the Korean conflict have been 
retained in service. New classes are being 
called up as usual. " 

The Norwegian armed forces total 30,000 
men. Of these, 15,000 are serving in the 
army, 8000 in the navy and 7000 in the air 
force. A brigade of 5000 men is serving 
with the British occupation forces in’ Ger- 
many. . ; 

In addition to these services, Norway has 
a national guard of 125,000 men and main- 
tains a civil defense organization of 60,000 
and an “industrial defense force” of 40,000 
for protecting. factories, power plants and 
other industrial installations against sabotage 
and sneak attacks of all sorts. eg

for military expenditures of approximately

It will be easier, then, to follow the Presidential 
admonition. to “work harder, réduce, consump- 
tion ana forego improvements in farm, business 
and household equipment.” It will be easier, in 
short, to tighten the belt to the notch at which 
it begins to hurt. . 

The World War II record, of course, offers 
reassurance as to our ability to raise the extra 
1,000,000 men, the 50,000 planes and the 35,000 
tanks called for by the President, as well as to 
step up production, pay taxes, accept controls 
and, in all possible ways, keep our economy 
strong under strain. 

But there would be even greater reassurance 
had realistic economic controls been invoked six 
months ago when they were being urged by such 
men of experience as Bernard M. Baruch. Sen- 
ator O'Mahoney of Wyoming, a man by no 
means unfriendly to the basic objectives of the 
Administration, was not indulging in pointless 
criticism when he complained that the Presi- 
dent’s message “contains no record of any 
positive steps as yet taken to hold the line 


against inflation.” 
. * ~ 


It is inflation, more than almost anything 
else, which can offset the most heroic sacrifices. 
Stiff but fair taxes are a strong measure against 
inflation. Effective price and wage controls also 
are essential. Wise curtailment of non-defense 
production is necessary. Mr. Truman’s message 
indicates an awareness of these facts. But the 
real test lies in how speedily this awareness will 
be translated into effective action. Only action 
can keep the cost of security from soaring 
higher and higher. 

And the only hope of ever lifting the burden 
must be in the removal of its cause. Half-war is 
enormously expensive. All-out war would be 
utterly beyond price tags. So, while preparing 
for the eventuality, there rests on the President 
and his assistants the all-important duty of ex- 
hausting every possible device for the preserva- 
tion of an honorable peace.

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Rebuilding the House 


Somebody among the President’s advisers has 
done a lot of constructive thinking on the sub- 
ject of legislation for congressional redistricting 
on the basis of the 1950 census. The proposals 
in the bills submitted by Mr. Truman reflect this 
careful study. ) 

A nmajjor change ‘would be to write into law, 
as a requirement, the principle that a state with 
two or more Representatives shall elect them by 
districts. This is the general. practice now, but 
there have been many occasions on which states 
have preferred to elect added Representatives at 
large rather than redistrict. 

Ohio has elected a Representative at large for 
years. New York and Illinois did so until recent 
redistrictings finally made it unnecessary. In- 
deed, for a decade or two, Illinois had as many 
House members elected at large as it had 
Senators. 3 

But it was Missouri which really went the 
whole hog in electing members at large. Many 
voters of this state still shudder when they re- 
member 1932. For that was the year when each 
Missouri voter was called on to mark his ballot 
for 13 members of the House. All the Demo- 
cratic nominees ran against all.the Republican 
nominees all over the state.

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Re-Learning to Drive 

Refresher courses are as good an idea for 
automobile drivers as for teachers or doctors. 

How much safe driving is a matter of con- 
tinuous re-education is visible on most high- 
ways nowadays. It is also one of the plainest 
implications of the survey which the Associated 
Press has made of last New Year’s weekend 
holiday accidents and the analysis of it by the 
National Safety Council. : 

Most motorists, we believe, would agree that 
the tendency to take chances grows so gradually 
on a driver that he is not aware of it. If he 
took a chance yesterday and won, he may take 
a slightly bigger chance today—and so on to- 
morrow and the day after tomorrow. Hc follows 
a little closer and a little closer on the car 
ahead, attempts to pass a car with less and 
less road visible, steps up his speed bit by bit 
on slick or winding road. 

These are exactly the types of accidents that 
predominated among those for which causes 
could be found in the AP’s survey. Drunken 
driving was strikingly low. It wasn’t that drivers 
failed to keep a sober head. The trouble was 
that they failed to use the sober head they kept. 

Carelessness, recklessness, inattention—these 
growing dangers in a driver can be corrected 
in most cases, says Ned H. Dearborn, president 
of the National Safety Council. The safe driver 
is one who woke up to the fact that he had 
become a dangerous driver, and learned safe 
driving all over again.

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A Place of Slight Importance 


There are not very many people in the 
world, we suppose, who have ever heard of the 
Isle of Innishmurray, or cared about it. And 
this is not very important, considering that no- 


‘body has lived there for the last two years. 


But on a day when the sky and the sea are 
not too gray and the surf is not too high and 
wild, the mile-long island—and a lesser one 
called Coney—can still be seen from County 
Sligo’s Curlew Mountains, lying out there where 
the Atlantic gets ready to run into the Irish Sea. 

What brings Innishmurray to mind is a bit 
of a news item in The New York Times an- 
nouncing the death of Michael Waters, the last 
hereditary monarch of the place. He had seen 
his eightieth birthday, and able seaman that once 
he was, they had gotten him settled in a cot- 
tage on the Sligo shore. There he sat watching 
the soft peat smoke drifting seaward and get- 
ting lost in the clouds over his island and its 
cashel and altars and holy wells. 

It was «quite a place in the Middle Ages 
wher St. Molaise and St. Columba preached 
in its abbey chapel and pilgrims braved the 
10 dangerous miles of sea to hear them. The 
islanders wore coarse woolens and linen, and 
they caught fine, big salmon. They had a hard 
life of it, but a peaceful one. In a thousand 
years, war never touched them. 

Thomas Mason, who knows about as much 
as any man about the Irish islands of the 
Western Sea, said that the Innishmurrians had 
no harbors, no roads, no police, no magistrate, 
no doctor, no priest, no taxes, no stores and no 
taverns. We would not count all these as dis- 
advantages. And we have no doubt that many 
an inhabitant of what are considered to be the 
more advanced parts of the world, looking 
about him these days, might be glad for a 
chance at what the islanders gave up.

“drones on interminably;” a U.S. or Brit- 
ish statement is a “detailed analysis.” 


Cartoonists—not all but many—have en- 
listed themselves in the hate campaign. 
Already the racial caricature cartoon has 
made its appearance. Distorted Chinese 
faces, horribly grotesque, disfigure edi- 
torial pages. ! . 

Editorials carefully prove that all the 
provocation for war comes from the other 
side, carefully demonstrate the wickedness 
of anyone—American, British, Indian—who 
would cast the slightest doubt on the ab- 
solute righteousness of the United States 
position. They pour out scérn on any 
measure for solving the crisis except the 
measure of war. ‘ 

Politicians, frightened and _ flustered, 
urge violent steps, talk threateningly, blus- 


ter against America’s allies who question 
America’s wisdom. 

What is carefully ignored’ by all is that 
the present huge battle began when a 
powerful force of scldiers—mostly Ameri- 
can, the rest allied with America—ap- 
proached the borders of China. The force 
was headed by a man dedicated to the. ex- 
tirpation of Communism, who had an- 
nounced that he believed Asians to be im- 
pressed only by force. It represented a 
nation—the United States—and a body— 
the United Nations—which the Chinese 
Communists regard as anti-Communist 
power blocs. 

The fact that the Chinese were prepared 
to launch an offensive does not prove (as 
Gen. MacArthur and The New York Times 
say it proves) that the offensive was to be 
launched regardless of -U.N. action. Nor 
does it mean that the issue cannot be set- 
tled except by war or appeasement. 

Negotiation with the Chinese Commu- 
nists—the awful effort of entering the 
minds of the Chinese and discovering what 
just means will satisfy their fears, legiti- 
mate or fancied—does not inevitably mean 
compromise with Communism. This is a 
politica] issue, not a doctrinal matter. 


It is true and we do not wish to deny 
it, that Red China has been the aggressor 
in this battle. It is true also that Commu- 
nism is an evil thing for whose destruction 
we must work. Neither of these facts~ 
makes the war we are being prepared for - 
a good thing. Communism is a spiritual 
evil which uses political and military 
means to advance itself—but which: cannot 
be conquered in turn by political or mili- . 
tary means. Red China is the aggressor 
now, but the widespread hatred of Ameri- 
cans in Asia is proof enough that we can- 
not launch a ‘holy war in righteous wrath, 
flying spotless banners. 

Propaganda destroys humility, and hu- 
mility will be needed. Humility and a love 
of justice not confused with anxiety about 
our own prestige. 

This is a time for the serious men 
among us to look at our own record with 
open minds, and find what future change 
can assure those who hate us for our part 
that force is not our weapon, that they 
need not choose war.

Eisenhower has an almost in- 
stinctive understanding of these 
basic factors of war. To this he 
added a remarkable ability to win

‘able conditions. 
To use his own words, Eisen- 
'hower has always kept in mind 
“the age-old truth that politics 
and military activities are never, 
completely separable.” and _ this 
conviction he is not likely to for- 
sike, or be allowed to forget, in. 
the duties that he now assumes. 


The fact that he understands this. | 
_accepting the fact without scorn 


and without demur, is the best 
gauge of his ability to avoid the 
pitfalls of misunderstanding and 
frustration that have brought 
many a commander-in-chief to 
ruin. 

In his two years as president 
of Columbia University, Eisen- 
hower has set on foot several edu- 
cational projects; he has toured 
the country constantly acquiring 
a wide acquaintance among all 
kinds and conditions of people;

He has come to know far more of 
his own nation than most profes- 
sional soldiers ever know—than 
Eisenhower himself could possibly 
have known had he remained in 
uniform.

They 
cover: 

1. The Schuman plan to merge 
coal and steel production of 
France and Germany, along with 
that of Italy, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg. 

2. Relaxation of allied re- 
straints on German industrial 
production. 

3. Lifting of allied political 
controls on West Germany to give 
the Bonn republic almost com- 
plete independence. 

4. Discussion at the technical 
level on raising German units for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
army of the West. 

Officially, German and French 
delegates take the view that 
Schuman plan negotiations, to be 
resumed Monday, are in the final 
stage. 

Schuman Plan Impediments. 


Privately, some allied officials 
and German politicians have 
gone so far as to pronounce the 
Schuman plan as good as dead. 

The reasons are: (a) The 
Korean-induced war boom has 
made industrialists on both sides 
of the Rhine less eager to merge; 
(b) both the French and Germans 
recently declared they are not 
ready to sign the Schuman plan 
until the future of Germany’s 
Ruhr industrial organization is 
clear; (c) the French have linked 
the Schuman plan with proposals 
to lift controls over German in- 
dustry by refusing to modify the 
controls until the Schuman plan 
has been accepted. 

Failure of a three-power group 
in London to work out details 
on the lifting of industrial con- 
trols affects adversely the climate 
for discussions on: granting West 
Germany more political freedom 
in return for military aid. 


-“Germans Hamper Discussions. 


The political discussions are be- 
ing stymied by the Germans 
themselves. The allies want the

Why Such Errors Are Alarming. 


This kind of over-confidence 
and misconception is alarming for 
several reasons. 

First, it was a career Army 
officer speaking, a man with a 
notable combat record. 

Second, his opinions were prob- 
ably shared by unknown millions 
in the Western world. 
Third, his conclusions were 
based on seriously false assump- 
tions or misinformation about the 


true and demonstrated capacities 


of China’s Red army. Korea had 
already preved that vast forces 
of experienced peasant soldiers 
can always break through or in- 
filtrate lines in such terrain, pro- 


| vided the Red command decides 


to pay the price required. 

After six months, too many 
westerners have failed to learn 
the A.B.C. lessons of the Korean 
war. Perhaps we should consider 
a number of presently widespread 
popular assumptions, gravely 
erroneous, about what we are up 
against. 

* In regard’ to China here are 
some of them: 

1. The assumption that Western 
armies can, if necessary, fight to 
: — on the Chinese main- 
an 

The answer is that Japanese 
armies, totaling millions of sol- 
diers long-trained for that precise ' 
job, were not able to defeat the 
Chinese. The Japanese enjoyed 
enormous superiority in planes 
and artillery. They fought fiercely 
inside China for eight years. But 
they never faintly aproached a 
decisive knock-out. Why should 
Western nations assu they 
could do what the Japanese could 
not? 

2. The assumption that aerial 
bombardment, including atom 
bombs, could defeat China. 

Of course Manchuria’s key in- 
dustries (those remaining, since 
very many have recently been dis- 
mantled) céuld be destroyed. Chi- 
hese communications could be 
crippled. Millions of Chinese 
would starve. The Japanese did 
much of this, too. But some 
5,000,000 Chinese Red soldiers 
are already armed. Russia has 
the me to arm 5,000,000 more. 
Whatever bombing does, the Chi- 
nese proved, from 1937 to 1945, 
that millions of guerrillas can 
fight on for years and years, and 
capture great amounts of arms by 
ambushing their adversaries. A 
primitive, mountainous country 
about as large as the United 
States — and more than 80 per 
cent agricultural — cannot be 
knocked out by bombing of its 
relatively few cities and railroads. 


3. The assumption that Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Nationalists can invade 
the mainland and win a vast pop- 
ular support. : 

It is true there are several hun- 
dred thousand anti-Red guerrillas 
in China. Throughout World War 


sued such grossly exaggerated fig- 
ures that they became notorious 
for their unreliability. But still 
a friend of mine, accepting the 
Nationalists’ claim of 1,000,000 
anti-Red guerrillas now in China, 
says “Once we arm Chiang’s For- 
mosa army and it invades the 
mainland, five or six million Chi- 
nese will join it. We can bleed 
Russia in China.” | 

Admittedly a Nationalist inva- 
sion might — with emphasis on 
the “might”—cause the Chinese 
Reds considerable trouble, but to 
expect great or decisive results 
would be blinding ourselves to 
realities. Chiang’s Nationalists 
lost the civil war because they

No 
land reforms, wholesale corrup- 
tion of Kuomintang officials and 
extreme abuses in the army caused 
the Chinese people to lose all 
faith in Chiang, his officers and 
his government. Millions who de- 
serted the Nationalist armies will 


-not so soon return to them. Even 


the soldiers in’ Chiang’s forces 
cannot be relied upon; neither 
can some of his officers. 

The utterly discredited Nation- 
alists can be no more than a long 
shot hope, or an outright gamble 
if they ever attempt an invasion. 
All the solid facts indicate tha 
most of China will be Red-con 
trolled for many years to come. 

Misjudging Russian Army. 

Certain popular misconceptions 
about Russia’s Red Army could 
also cost Western nations a ter- 
rible price. To under-estimate an 
enemy can be even more fatal 
than to over-estimate him. 

Remarkably few people know 
the most basic and established 
facts about the Russian army’s 
threatening capacities. Most peo- 
ple assume that the “backward 
Russians” are very inferior in 
using modern or mechanized 
weapons; that the Red army de- 
pends chiefly on hordes of foot 
soldiers; that atomic bombing 
would soon break the army’s 
fighting spirit. 

Such assumptions are either 
recklessly exaggerated or com- 
pletely false. — 

The facts are available in Col. 
Lewis B. Ely’s “The Red Army 
Today.” Scores of Soviet officers, 
who fled to the West, have given 
authoritative, documented infor- 
mation about every branch of So- 
viet armed forces and their com- 
bat methods. German generals, 
veterans of fighting in Russia, 
have likewise given invaluable 
corroboration. ' 

The Soviets have probably the 
best tanks in the world. In the 
final years of World War II they 
developed extremely effective 
tank-fighting tactics. Today they 
have tens of thousands of formid- 
able tanks. 

Russian artillery and mortars 
are very exceptional—in most 
categories probably better than 
what the Western nations have. 
Soviet anti-tank guns and “ack- 
ack” are also outstanding weap- 
ons. . 

Where the Soviets have special- 
ized in weapon design and train- 
ing troops to use them, their 
armed forces are indeed danger- 
ous. : 

Adept in Modern War. 


The notion that the Russian 
army is “old-fashioned,” or de- 
pends on massed manpower alone, 
is fantastically wrong. When the 
Russians encircled 500,000 Ger- 
mons in East Prussia in 1945, five 
Red armored corps: cut off the 
enemy with brilliant, slashing 
drives, 

Some 300 Soviet divisions hit 
the Germans from the Baltic sea 
down to Hungary. Our combined 
Allied armies have never used 
simultaneously anything like this 
total of divisions anywhere. More 
than 300 divisions requires ex- 
traordinary co-ordination. The 


Red army has had battle experi+ 


ence on a vast scale that no other 
armies have. 
We can lose the world to the 
Red dictatorships through nour- 
ishing false assumptions of this 
kind. We can assure the Cam- 
munists, of final domination by 
adopting policies based upon 
these misconceptions, or ignoring 
of facts on where we must stand 
and what we cannot afford, at 
any price, to abandon. 
I firmly believe we still have a 
real chance to save the free 
world, and keep it free, if we use 
our heads; but ignoring very hard, 
dangerous facts—facts proved un- 
der war conditions over the past 
10 years—is the surest way to 
court disaster and defeat. 
There is no easy solution or 
glib formula that can check the 
Moscow-Peiping Red Axis. If we 
do not study every aspect of Com- 
munist power, and take every 
into consideration, we 
ot hope to remain free.

It is trite to say that a book 
should be required reading, and 
it has been said so many times 
when it-was not so.

‘of Alan Barth’s examination of 
loyalty checks; treason and per- 
jury trials, legislative hearings, 
teachers’ oaths and FBI inves- 
tigaticns, the words “required 
reading” really.do apply. 


Mr. Barth, who as an editorial 
writer for the Washington Post 
is one of the country’s. ablest 
young journalists, concerns him- 
self with the most difficult con- 
flict of all in the United States 
today: “the conflict between our 
desire for security against the 
Communist threat and our tra- 
ditional concepts of liberty.” 


This conflict has many as- 
pects and Mr. Barth takes up 
all the important ones in clin- 
ical fashion.

Under Way Five Months. 

These rusty spots are small, 
cup-like growths which propel 
tremendous quantities of redish 
spores into the air. A single bar- 
berry plant is said to produce 
enough to infect 70 billion plants 
of wheat. Furthermore, spores 
can hybridize on the. barberries, 
producing new types of rust. In 
1950 more than 10,000,000 bushels 
of hard wheat (abouf 20 per cent 
of the crop) were destroyed by 
the black stem rust, and much of 
aes Pa loss was caused by spores of 

new strain. 

Eradication of rust -spreading 
barberries started around Aug. 1 
in the rural areas of St. Louis 
county, and began in Kirkwood 
and vicinity in early November. 
Before any plants are destroyed, 
Hayden contacts the householder, 
and presents his credentials. His 
capable crew then cuts the canes 
of the offending barberry ‘close 
to the ground. The stubs are 
treated with ammonium sulfamate 
-—a potent herbicide which com- 
pletes the kill without injury to 
nearby orfiamental plants.

One in which the ~ colleges 
voted to lower competing teams’ 
share of bowl game receipts from 
80 per cent of the gate to 75 per 
eent. 

Permission for the N.C.A.A. 
council to waive eligibility rules 
for national championships in 
case of a national emergency. 

The council also announced it 
would not make public the names 
of seven institutions it had indi- 
cated would be brought up for 
suspension — before the Sanity 
Code was killed. 

And, it passed on to the in- 
coming council the job of study- 
ing the implications of the Sanity 
Code’s death for presentation to 
the. membership in a circular 
later. 

Hugh C. Willett of Southern 
California was re-elected NCAA 
president, for his second term, 
and Kenneth L. (Tug) Wilson, 
commissioner of the Big Ten con- 
ference, was re-elected secretary- 
‘treasurer. 

The Pacific Coast Conference 
announced it would present an 
amendment at next year’s con- 
vention at Cincinnati, calling for 
abolishment of spring football 
training. 

Victor Schmidt, Pacific Coast 
commissioner, said the West 
Coast schools would 
consider taking such a step alone

British Crown Jewels

‘@¢ CROWBAR husky enough to boost up the front end of 
an automobile probably could pry apart the metal bars 
which guard the fabulous British crown jewels displayed 

in the Tower of London. 

And now, since the audacious theft of the coronation 
stone from Westminster Abbey, some nervous Britons are 
‘wondering if a strong man with a crowbar could not make 
off with the crown itself. 

Actually there are several crowns of unguessed value 
behind the bars in the ancient fortress tower, and several 
bushels of gems which would be counted’a magnificent haul 
by any burglar. | 

The custodians of the tower are not visibly worried, how- 
ever. The precautions against burglary, some visible and others 
highly secret, are elaborate. A crowbar might do the trick, but 
the tower definitely is harder to crack than Westminster 
Abbey. 

Nonetheless, there is some popular concern that such a 
collection of gems, almost within arms reach of any casual 
visitor, might tempt a cracksman to try. “ 
| Then too, there is the horrid thought that the crown was 
“stolen once. But that was in 1671, in the days before British 
kings took very good care of their crowns.

The thief, the daring Col. Thomas Blood, was 
caught with St. Edward’s crown, the one used in the 
coronation ceremonial, tucked into a bag just as he 
was about to mount a horse. He had sawed the royal 
scepter in two for more convenient carrying and had 
scooped up a priceless assortment of jewels.

@ BLOOD was unbelievably lucky. Stealing crowns was cer- 
tainly a hanging offense in those days.

LADA the Chauffeur is 
V credited with saying: 

“To kill a man means noth- 
ing more to me than to chop 
down a tree.” 

A professional assassin with 30 
murders on his record, he had so 
many aliases that his real name, 
Vlada: Georgiev Chernozemska, 
was all but forgotten, and only 
his nickname was permanent. He 
got it from his one-time role as 
bodyguard and chauffeur for his 
first employer, a Bulgarian ter- 
rorist. His. photographs show a 
bland, sleek face, strong nose, 
wide mouth, and dark, dreamy 
eyes, All in all, he looked more 
like a patent-leather gigolo. than 
a trigger for hire. 


Vlada killed less for political 
principle than from professional 
pride. To that extent he was 
merely a competent instrument in 
the hands of schemers who used 
him to shatter the balance of 
European power policy and bring 
the world closer to the abyss of 
World War II. 

Born in Macedonia, Vlada was 
nominally a citizen of Bulgaria. 
There, many relatives of his vic- 
tims were gunning for him, so he 
preferred to work abroad, where 
there was a large scope for his 
talents. In the summer of 1934 
he was head instructor at a Bal- 
kan terrorist camp that operated 
openly at Bogotaro, Italy, while 
Mussolinf’s secret police looked 
the other way. Under his tutelage 
green recruits became skilled in 
the art of making time bombs, 
wrecking trains, and jumping on 
cars to machine-gun the occu- 
pants. Bie 

The camp’s sponsor was a 
tough Croatian lawyer, Dr. Ante 
Pavelic, who, with the backing of 
Hitler and Mussolini, was to be- 
come a minor fuehrer in his own 
right. In December 1939 Pavelic 
had sent Peter Oreb, one of the 
camp’s most promising graduates, 
to Zagreb to kill his sworn politi- 
cal enemy, King Alexander I of 
Yugoslavia. The affair had mis- 
fired, for Oreb, a smuggler, had 
never killed a man in his life. 
At the last moment he could not 
go through with his task, and he 
was eventually arrested and con- 
fessed the plot.

ROM Italy, Pavelic sent the 

King a taunting letter: “Hide 

yourself, gypsy. But it does not 
matter where you go. We will 
find you and kill you.” — 

After that, clandestine news- 
papers of Pavelic’s terror group—

“Alexander the Last” 

On his part the King was no 
stranger to violence. Called to 
govern a nation of 14,000,000 peo- 
ple rent by age-old strife, between 
Moslem, Catholic and Orthodox, 
as well as by desires for political 
separatism, he had been subject 
to numerous attempts on his life 
beforé: and after his. coronatien. 
In 1917, four officers were court- 
martialed and shot on the charge 
of plotting his death as Crown 
Princé.

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@ ONE OF THE GREAT PROBLEMS in a time such as we 
are now entering is to feel, as we plug away at the daily task, - 
that we are doing everything possible in contributing-to the 
national effort. In the days ahead there is little doubt that 
if millions of families can take over part of this job of pro- _ 
dycing and processing their own foods, more millions of man- 
hours will be released in the food producing industries where 
they will be desperately needed. At a recent meeting of farm 
leaders in St. Louis, sponsored by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the College of Agriculture, the problems which the 
American farmer must meet were drawn in sharp detail. 
Shortages of man-power and machinery seem certain to de- 
- velop soon, as well as of such vital commodities as fertilizer 
and surplus grain for the feeding of livestock. 

Farm leaders as well as many farmers realize that in 
the years ahead a new condition must be met. Always in the 
past, the emergency of war has been met by a sharp extra 
drain upon the land. Never was this brought out so clearly 
as during the first World War when millions of acres of hill- 
side grassland and natural prairie were plowed up and planted 
tc wheat. Then with the peace years came the Dust Bowl and 
the problems of erosion and lowered productivity which have 
plagued us ever since. But regardless of this, we could at least 
look forward to a period of years of rebuilding the lost 
fertility and healing the scars of wind and water on the land. 
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Today’s emergency is different, in that it may 
well last for a generation er even longer. Now we are 
faced with the problem of securing greater crop 

' yields and raising greater numbers of livestock on 2 
sustained basis; and this must be done on the land we 
are farming today. The answer, and it is not an 
easy one, is that we must farm better than we 
have ever farmed in America before.

I forget the exact recipe 
now, but I do recall that the 
mutton was baked in a Ming 
vase and served with a rich 
sauce made of 100 dollar bills, 
egret feathers, and Rolls-Royce 
hubcaps. But for some treason 
it never caught on. The price—

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FOR THE LIFE OF ME I don’t 
understand how this flu bug got 
hold of me. I flew in here from 
Texas at an average height of 
10,000 feet and all I had read of

FREISTATT, Mo., Jan. 13 
HIS is a pretty hard place to 
T find—even if you're looking 
for it. Driving through “Ger- 
man prairie” on Highway 166 
you have to keep an eye peeled 
for a lonely spot sbout 35 miles 


west of Springfield where you 
turn into a Lawrence county road 


and head south for four miles be- 
fore you hit the sign ‘Freistatt— 
population 132.” . 

The village looks a little neater 
than most and there are concrete 
sidewalks even along its. one 
shady residential street off the 
highway. But otherwise it seems 
no different from other rural 
communities that are being de- 
serted by sons and daughters old 
enough to head for the bus stop. 
All over the country thousands of 
places like it are in their death 
throes. 

Freistatt isn’t even a whistle~’ 
stop. It has no railroad station, 
no drugstore, no town hall, no 
traffic light, no water main, no 
public school, and no constable. 
No one has been arrested here 
for any reason within the memory 
of anyone living. 

But Freistatt has a chureh. It 


is a white frame structure’ measur- 


ing 120 by 163 feet with a tall, 
slender steeple, a small bell with 


an oddly penetrating sound, and 
floorbéards worn thin by gen- 
erations’ of hausfraus who took 


their scrubbing seriously. Trinity’ 


Lutheran Clerch (Missouri Sy- 
nod) was built in 1883 and you 
could hardly .cal it a modern 
building. Yet it has an active 
membership of 800 souls. Christ- 
mas eve 632 came to worship and 
an attendance of 500 is considered 
average. No matter how icy the 
roads, a normal Sunday will see 
both sides of Main street lined 
solidly with.cars for a stretch 
longer than two city blocks. 

And at a time when many 
small-town churches are withering 
on the vine, the Freistatt congre- 
gation has amassed’ $95, 000 to- 
ward the construction of°a new 
$200,000 stone church large 
enough to accommodate the pres- 
ent overflow. 

Trinity Lutheran does not draw 
many parishioners from the sur- 
rounding towns. These are served 
by eight daughter churches es- 
tablished over the years by Frei- 
statt pastors as an extra-curricu- 
lar activity. All now have their 
own ministers except the one in 
Aurora where services are held 
in the funeral parlor. But the 
congregation there has just pur- 
chased a half-acre ,.tract and 
hopes to build its own church 
soon.

O nearly everybody in the 
§ Freistatt flock hails from the 

immediate area. 
families living in a five-mile ra- 
dius are members and so is every 
single person in town. All chil- 
dren but one learn the three r’s 
in the congregation's ‘Christian 
Day School.”

Rev. Stelling, who is 50 and 
endowed with vitality and a good 
sense of humor, has been here 
for just two years. Born in James- 
town, Mo., he grew up ona farm 
in Sylvan Grove; Kan., and spoke 
only German until he was six. 
For 20 years he headed a congre- 
gation at Ellsworth, Kan. When 
Freistatt sent out a call for a new 
minister there was one “qualifica- 
tion of his that appealed particu- 
larly to the congregation: He had 
been active in camps sponsored 
by thé Young Lutheran League 
and had.a way with youngsters.

The blast hurled him ten feet 
across the living room, burned his 
face and his hands and turned 
his furniture to ashes. Before the 
day was out he gave Rev. Stelling 
a $10 “thank offering” for the 
church building fund because the 
Lord had seen fit to spare his 
life. 

When there is drouth, Freistatt 
farmers don’t cuss. They pray. 
Sooner or later it always rains. 
“We know the weather works 
that way,” says the pastor, “but 
it makes them all feel better in- 
wardly.” 

Since everybody in Freistatt 
meets in church regularly, all 
nonreligious civic activity has its 
beginning here. The men’s Com- 
mercial Club began within the 
congregation. So did the local 
chapter of the American Legion 
and the Farmers’ Mutual Insur- 
ance Co.

look to the church for justice, 
Family or community squabbles 
come before the three-man board 
of elders. With the aid of the 
pastor these men mediate such 
matters as boundary rights and 
disputed wills. When there are 
illegitimate children the board 
tries to induce the couple to mar- 
ry, usually with success. Thanks 
also to its hearing of marital dis- 
putes there has been but one di- 
vorce in about 75 years. And in 
case of flagrant transgression of 
the unwritten code of community 
behavior, the board brings an 
offender before an assembly of 
voting members of the church. 
This group may expel members, 
but this punishment has been 
meted out only about half a dozen 
times in Freistatt history. 

Last Sunday provided a good 
chance to observe Trinity Luther- 
an in action because the schedule

Most Freistatt 
women spend considerable time 
making their own apple butter, 
Blitzkuchen and Blutwurst and 
preparing copious quantities of 
these and other Teutonic special- 
ties for birthday and wedding an- 
niversaries which are inevitably 
feted with considerable pomp and 
circumstance by all branches of 
the family. 


Folks in neighboring cities 
know that no tradesman has ever 
been cheated out of a dime in 
Freistatt and that no Freistatter 
has ever been on relief, yet cer- 
tain legends about the town per- 
sist. One is that school is still be- 
ing taught in German at the 
church school. Another is that 
Freistatt people speak English 
with accents so thick that they 
cannot be understood. It all adds 
up to the merest suspicion that 
maybe these people aren’t 100 
per cent loyal Americans. 


The fact is that German has 
not even been offered as a course 


-in the school since World War 1}: 


that the few who do have accents 
are easily understandable; : ‘that 
the Freistatt congregation fur- 
nished 20 doughboys in World 
War I and 63 in World War II 
and that three of them—Hubert 
Kleibecker, Edgar Kaiser and 
John Krehmeier—died. Seven 
youngsters are in the Army now 
and 15 more are in the National 


‘Guard, ready to be called. 


Freistatters participated enthu- 
siastically in World War II Red 
Cross and blood bank activities. 
When they wanted to ship food to 
Germany after VE-day it turned 
out that no one had ties‘with the 
old country and could nof furnish 
even one address of a needy fam- 
ily abroad. Just the other day, 
the congregation passed a “pledge 
to action for the national emer- 
gency” in which it vowed to hoard 
no and promised to con- 
serve automobiles, tractors, fuels 
“our homes and all other posses- 
sions” so that ‘they might last 
through the current crisis. 


It is true that Freistatters are 
a stand-offish lot and that they 
do not care for intruders of any 
kind. Strawberry growing, for 
example, never gained the foot- 
hold here that it has elsewhere 
in the countryside. The people 
don’t like the idea of migratory 
labor coming to roost in their vil- 
lage even temporarily. 


On the other hand, if you live 
here and abide by the cos «a

“We don’t even know the num- 
ber of the robbers. There mighi 
have been six or seven. But the 
victims, themselves, gave esti- 
mates of five to eight.” 

Was a mistake made by law 
men at the beginning of the na- 
tion-wide manhunt? 

Might the robbers have been 
caught if they never learned that 
$98,000 of the vast loot could be 
traced by serial numbers back to 
“the Boston holdup? The rest of 
the money was beyond identifica- 
tion, mostly small bills from $1, 
to $20. 

Deputy Supt. Dailey declines to 
sey publishing the numbers was a 
mistake. He doés say the Boston 
police “didn’t make public those 


numbers. The FBI sent the table 
out.

Bullets struck both Alexander 
and Barthou. 

Gen. Georges, who by now had 
his head back inside the car, 
looked around and “saw the King 
sunk down, his eyes closed, be- 
ginning to die. On the running 
board I saw a man who was shoot- 
ing. He had a sunburned skin, a 
contracted jaw, and I noticed the 
precision and the rapidity of his 
shots. I jumped out of the car to 
subdue the murderer. But the 
man turned to the right and fired 
at me. The first bullgt hit me in 
the thigh, the second near my 
heart, the third and fourth in my 
right arm. I fell and lost con- 
sciousness.” 

The driver, Fossiac, who had 
seen “a big, fat man run from the 
crowd,” risked death by grasping 
the gunman by his coattails. 

‘ Colonel Piollet now was ready 
for action. As he explained in 
court, he had been armed only 
with an infantry saber of a pre- 
World War I model and*couldn’t 
strike from the left side. He. had 
to turn his horse halfway around. 
Then “I struck the murderer the 
first saber blow on his head. He 
staggered. With a second blow I 
had him rolling at the foot of the

There was a flight of seaplanes 
overhead and the roar of their 
motors had drowned out the shots. 

Police Agent Celestin Galy 
rushed up to the fallen gunman 
and put his hand on his shoulder. 
Vlada the Chauffeur squeezed the 
trigger and Galy went down with 
a bullet in his stomach. 

Foreign Minister Barthou, who 
had been hit in the right arm 
above the elbow, staggered to the 
street. An artery had been sev- 
ered and the sight of blood pump- 
ing from his arm set the crowd 
roaring with wild fury. 


The best that can be said about 
the French police at this moment 
is that they completely lost their 
heads. At first it was reported 
that Vlada kept on firing after 
he had hit Galy and this ac-.

Foreign Minister Barthou was 
still alive. However, the tourni- 
guet around his elbow had been 
tied at his wrist.

Viada the’ chauffeur was 
stretched out on a table in po- 
lice headquarters. He was still 
alive but his face was smashed 
and no one paid any attention to 
him because he couldn’t talk even 
if he wanted to. He died at 
eight o’clock that evening. 

Meanwhile, the news flashed 
round the world brought the 
burning question to mind—“An- 
other Sarajevo?” 

In Italy, Mussolini, informed 
of the tragedy, put on a show for 
the foreign ‘press. ‘He made no 
effort to hide his indignation and 
immediately sent telegrams of 
condolence to the heads of the 
French and Yugoslav Govern- 
ments,” was the New York Times 
report... : 

In London, arrangements were 
made to notify 11-year-old Prince 
Peter, who was attending Sand- 
royd School in Surrey.:He was 
learning the mysteries of English 
rugby at the very moment that 
his father died. The Yugoslav 
Legation telephoned the head- 
master and, when the boys came 
in from play, Peter was called 
aside and told that he was the 
new King. 


The lack of proper security 
measures on Oct. 9 proved to be 
a sore point with the French au- 
thorities, with responsibility be- 
ing booted between, the Surete 
Nationale and the Marseilles po- 
lice. On the twelfth the munic- 
ipality issued a statement point- 
ing out that it had not been con- 
* 01 details of the re- 
ception, the Mayor had not 
been invited to take part in the 
parade, and that all instructions 
to maintain order had been issued 
by representatives of the Surete 
Nationale of Paris. To this the 
Prefecture of the Bouches-du- 
Rhone added: “The Marseilles 
authorities had urged that the 
King’s automobile be surrounded 
with special agents on motor- 
cycles but the officials of the 
Surete Nationale rejected their 
recommendations.”

EANWHILE, the Surete was 
working overtime to make up 
for whatever errors of omis- 
sion or commission were respon- 
sible for the events of the ninth.

From 
the latter came forth a wad of 
two thousand francs, a Walther 
pistol, a hand grenade with a 
steel jacket and a passport. The 
passport showed Vlada’s photo- 
graph and gave his name as Pe- 
tru Kalemen, naturalized Czech, 
born in Zagreb, capital of Croa- 
tia. The visa was from the Czech 
consul at Zagreb, signed by Con- 
sul General Brtnik, May 30, 1934. 
On the back page was the con- 
trol stamp of the French border 
station at Vallorbes. When in- 
quiry showed that Vallorbes had 
no record of Kalemen’s entry, 
a long-distance call was put 
through to Zagreb. Here it was 
discovered that the Czech Con- 
sulate had no knowledge of any 
national named Kalemen and, be- 
sides, Dr. Brtnik had been trans- 
ferred from Zagreb to South 
America early in January 1934 
and thus could not possibly have 
signed a visa at the end of May, 


The Surete knew nothing at all 
about their man until midnight 
on the ninth, when a Serbian 
newspaperman was allowed to 
visit the morgue. He studied the 
face of the assassin, or what was 
left of it, and doubted very 
strongly that he was a Croat, for 
his features were too round and 
sleek. Then he looked at the 
arms and found a faint tattoo on 
the waxy skin. At first it looked 
like “YMRO” but close exam- 
ination showed that an extra line 
of pin pricks had been added and 
that the original mark was 
“IMRO,” the four-letter symbol 
of the Independent Macedonian 
Revolution Organization, whose 
'graduates were the professional 
assassins of Europe. In Paris 
there was a special section of the 
rogues’ gallery devoted to its 
members, and a check against the 
fingerprint records on file re- 
vealed that the man on the slab 
was none other than the notori- 
ous Vlada the Chauffeur. 


Now there was no doubt that a 
terror gang Was at work and it 
was a race against time to snare 
its remaining members before 
they crossed the frontiers. 

All border stations were alerted 
to hold for questioning any sus- 
picious foreigners who might try 
to leave the country.

Proportionate Mixes. 

The method of specifying con- 
erete by proportions, such as 1-2- 
4 or 1-3-5 is now considerably 


out-dated, because those propor- 
tions usually mean the relation of 
cement, sand and gravel re- 
spectively by volume, whereas 
good practice in the manufacture 
of concrete now requires that all 
ingredients be proportioned by 
weight. The varying volume of 
the different aggregates, depend- 
ing upon their water content, 
makes it impractical for good 
control to continue to proportion 
such aggregates by volume. The 
sand, gravel aud cement also have 
different weights per cubic foot 
so that those proportions could 
not be used as weight propor- 
tions. Rarely, proportionate mixes 
are specified, in which case they 
are specified by proportions of 
weight. 

The best way to specify _con- 
erete now is by the number of 
sacks of cement per cubic yard 
required, and then to specify a 
certain percentage of the com- 
bined weights of sand and gravel 
to be sand. This is important be- 
cause the larger the maximum 
size of gravel used, the smaller 


the percentage of sand that must 


be used. Then as the maximum 
gravel size decreases the per- 
centage of sand must be increased 
in order to produce plastic and 
workable concrete requiring a 
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minimum of water to produce the 
required workability. 

| Strength Tests. 

Concrete also is specified by 
strength. Two thousand pounds or 
3000 pounds means that a test 
sample of such conerete made in 
a cylinder six inches in diameter 
and 12 inches in height, carefully 
made and cured in a specified 
manner, will upon being crushed 
produce those _ strengths per 
square inch of cross section. This 
procedure is as follows: Concrete 
samples are taken, the cylinder 
mold is filled one-third full of the 
fresh concrete and it is rodded 
25 times with a five-eighths-inch 
bullet pointed rod. It is then 
filled another one-third of the 
way full, rodded again 25 times 
and then filled to the top and 
again rodded 25 times. 

After this, it is struck off and 
allowed to stand for 24 hours, at 
which time it should be taken to 
a laboratory where it is put in a 
special moist room for the bal- 
ance of the time it is to be kept 


for testing. Usually cylinders are 
specified to be tested at 28 days. 
After 28 days the laboratory will 
remove the cylinder from the 
moist room, they will mold a cap 
on the top and the bottom of the 
cylinder of such material and in 
such a way that the top and the 
bottom surfaces will be absolutely 
parallel. Then it is put into a 
machine which exerts a measured 
weight on top of the cylinders 
until the cylinder fails. The load 
required to break the cylinder in 
pounds is then divided by the 
cross sectional area of the cylin- 
der and the answer is the strength 
in pounds per square inch. 

The 2000 pound and 3000 pound 
concrete as mentioned above 
usually means the compressive 
strength of the sample of the of 
the concrete when tested at 28 
days. Of course this test does not 
always mean you have the best 
of concrete, because it is possible 
to obtain 3000 pound concrete 
from a sample of concrete that 
would not be proper for placing.

For instance, it may be too harsh, 
too stiff or too dry to place prop- 
erly in the forms to produce a 
durable concrete section. There- 
fore along with the test of 
strength must also come the test 
for workability and placeability. 


Workability. 


The only test that is standard 
at present for workability is one 
called slump. The slump of con- 
crete is usually specified in terms 
of inches. A frustrum of a cone 
12 inches in height is filled with 
the fresh concrete and rodded in 
a manner similar to that used in 
making the test cylinder. When 
the cone is raised, the number of 
inches that the pile of concrete 
falls is called the slump. If the 
pile is originally 12 inches high 
and falls three inches or becomes 
nine inches in height after re- 
moving the cone, then the slump 
is said to be three inches. 


This does not always complete 
the requirements' for good con- 
crete because it is possible to 
make high strength concrete, con- 
crete which has a low slump and 
still it would be such as to not 
be capable of being placed prop- 
erly, because of a bad relation 


| 


between the sand and gravel. If 
the sand proportion is too small 
compared to the gravel the mix 
will be harsh and will tend to 
segregate, This will not show up 
in either the slump test or the 
strength test. The only method 
we have of testing this is to see 
how the concrete places in the 
forms. If it tends to segregate, 
with the paste running away from 
the aggregates, then obviously 
= is wrong with the con- 
crete.

Nominally, ite 
Republican gains, the Congress was Democratic-controlled. 
In the Senate were 49 Democrats to 47 Republicans; in the 
House the Democrats had 235 members to 199 Republicans and 
one American Labor. But neither House nor Senate was ad- 
ministration-controlled. Each included so blocs of South- 
ern Democrats, who have frequently teamed up with Repub- 
licans to defeat administration measures especially on do 
mestic policy. 

Dissension in Republican ranks was mostly on matters 
of foreign policy. G. O. P. members were roughly divided 
among supporters of former President Hoover's “hemispheric 
withdrawal” program, the bitter, long-standing critics of ad- 
ministration foreign policy headed by Senator Taft, and “in- 
ternationalist’’ Republicans backing general broad policy 
of the President. 

The anti-administration tone in the Congress was evidenced 
shortly after it convened. By a vote of 244 to 179 the House 
restored the power of its Committee on Rules—which is 
dominated by a Republican-Southern Democrot coalition—to 
block legislation. Then last week the Taft-led Senate group 
began a fight on President Truman’s program, outlined in his 
message, for greater military and economic aid to Western 

as a bulwark against Communism. 

‘The President’s message was primarily concerned with 
foreign policy, declared that “our own national were is 
deeply involved with that of the other free nations.” Fair 
Deal were only alluded to. The President enumer- 
ated a 10-point program related to the build-up of the nation’s 
military strength.

N YEARS OF MEDICAL REPORTING, along with 
| feats of medical wizardry, I’ve also seen 
incredible examples of medical stupidity. 
Like the case of the woman who was so strik- 
ingly pallid that even her family knew she had 
anemia, and whose family doctor promptly gave 
her liver injections for it. 

Now, liver injections are fine for anemia. But 
the woman almost died. Because anemia comes 
out of no clear blue sky. It has a cause. Some | 
of the causes are very dangerous—so a good doc- 
tor, while treating anemia, gets at causes, too. 

This woman’s anemia traced to cancer of the 
colon. But it took a second doctor to discover 
that. Examining her, he felt an abdominal mass. 
X-ray disclosed cancer in the colon. 

How could the first doctor — how could any 
doctor — have failed to find that mass? 

Medicine has made many advances. Almost 
daily, we hear of new miracles. But what de- 
termines the greatness of medicine is not-alone 
the progress made in laboratories and the 
standards in great university hospitals and 

famed clinics — but the kind of treatment YOU 
get from your own family doctor. 


What to watch for in MEDICINE in 1951: . 


@ Medical discoveries will come so thick and fast 
in 1951 that even your family doctor will be hard- 
pressed to keep “up to date."’ PARADE will post 
you on exciting new developments — many of | 
which you might overlook. . . .

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Quite probably, you can supply a few exam- 
ples to match the case just mentioned — exam- 
ples to show that while medicine has been tak- 
ing giant strides,’ not all doctors have been 
stepping along with it. | 

In a moment of unqualified candor not long 
ago, a top American medical authority re- §& 
marked: “You know and I know, and everybody  @ 
who knows the medical profession knows, that 
the inequality between doctors is tremendous.” 

A frank remark, certainly. But what is wrong? 
Why is good medicine not so easily come by? 

As in every profession, of course, there are 
in medicine a very few men who deliberately 
become quacks and money-grubbers. There are, — 
too, a few misfits — men who don’t belong. 

But there’s much more to the story. 

No other profession is as demanding as medi- 
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cine—not merely in long hours of work, but also 
in the continuing need to Keep up to date. 

And, most of all, this is true for the general 
practitioner, the family doctor who still sup- 


plies more than 80 percent of our medical care. - 


In his daily practice, he sees a great variety of 


ailments. He must know what he can treat and - 


the best method of treatment. And, when the 
case is out of his province, he must know into 
which medical specialty it falls. 

If anything, with all the growth of medical 
specialties, the family doctor has become in- 
creasingly important. At the same time, the 
tremendous pace of medical advance has meant, 
says Dr. William R. Willard of Yale School of 
Medicine, that it has become “increasingly dif- 
ficult — but essential —for the busy physician 
to keep up to date if he is to use the new infor- 
mation to benefit his patients.” 

Ageravating the situation, has been the fact 
that too often the family doctor has had no 
ready access to this information. 

Reading medical journals is helpful. But it’s 
hardly enough. There are scores and scores of 
journals; it’s impossible to keep up with even 
a small percentage of them. 

What the family doctor needs is occasional 
orientation by experts. He needs periodic re- 


fresher courses. And nothing is more essential 


for today’s doctor than affiliation with a good 
hospital. As the Hospital Council of Greater 
New York reported recently, hospital service for 
the family doctor offers “the best educational 
opportunity.” Unhappily, too few family doc- 
tors have had the opportunity. 


City Doctors Can Be Isolated, Too 


W: HAVE BEEN accustomed to thinking of the 
rural doctor as being isolated. But when 
exclusion from hospitals is considered to be 
isolation from medical progress, then the situ- 
ation in metropolitan areas is not much better. 
Two million New Yorkers are treated by doc- 
tors who have no connection with any hospital. 
But the picture is not all dark. At least six 
healthy developments are now under way: 


Formation of the American Academy of 
] General Practice. This national associa- 
tion of general practitioners was begun in 1947 
and already has a membership of 12,000. Its aim 
is to improve the standards and quality in gen- 
eral practice among the more than 100,000 fam- 
ily foctors in the country. It is working to de- 
velop new and expand existing facilities 
for post-graduate education of family doctors. 


The Academy promises to be a potent force 
in making general practice, in effect, a specialty 
in itself —and a proud one. It promises to at- 
tract into general practice brilliant young doc- 
tors who until now shunned it. 


Opening hospital doors to family doctors. 

- With the idea of improving medical practice 

in hospitals, there has been a tendency to keep 

general practitioners out. They were expected 

to refer patients needing hospitalization to spe- 

cialists. After discharge, the family doctor took 
over again. 

The practice, it is now being recognized, 
didn’t bear out the theory. In some cases, 
family doctors tended to avoid sending patients 
to hospitals even when necessary. Even more, 
exclusion tended to lower the quality of gen- 
eral practice. Now doors are opening again. 


Hospitals themselves are being improved 

e under regional hospital plans. It used to be 
a long way from the great teaching hospitals to 
the outlying, small non-teaching ones. Now, 
however, the regional hospital plan has bridged 
this gap, bringing to doctors even in rural hos- 
pitals, the advantages of a working relation- 
ship with a university medical center, providing 
a continuing post-graduate education. 

Under regional plans, clinics and conferences 
by top university faculty members are often 
held right at community hospitals. Young doc- 
tors from university hospitals go out to small 
community hospitals as part of their training. 

Results: not only is new knowledge brought 
to local doctors but, in addition, a whole new 
atmosphere develops. Local doctors become 
more alert. 

The regional association idea is growing and 
promises to offer an effective method of helping 
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bl \\octors in dl 


. -help each other keep abreast of new healing discoveries 


to equalize the quality of medical care alll over 
the country.

Medical schools, in addition, are now in- 

e creasingly offering formal programs of 

post-graduate courses for doctors. In 1948, over 

82,000 physician enrollments were reported in 
1,800 special courses at medical centers. 


5. Another step forward is the graduate radio 

program initiated in 1950 by the New York 
Academy of Medicine. Broadcasting over FM, 
leading specialists make available to physicians 
the very latest information on medical ad- . 
vances. Recordings will be available for medical 
meetings all over the country. 

Television, too, may soon play an important 
role. In Detroit, last fall, Wayne University 
conducted a two-day clinical meeting for gen- 
eral practitioners entirely by closed-circuit. 
color television (see pictures). — 


4, The quality of medical care is being im- 
e proved by such programs as that of mater- 
nal welfare committees’ of medical societies 
(PARADE, Oct. 8, 1950) which analyze maternal 
deaths, uncovering medical mistakes so that 
they will not be repeated. The Committee for 
Study of Pelvic Cancer over the last five years in 
Philadelphia has been investigating and ana- 
lyzing doctor-delay in cancer diagnosis and 
using discoveries to educate physicians. Similar 
committees are being set up in other areas. 

All these efforts are greatly encouraging. 

Taken together, they’re probably far more 
important than the discovery of a new miracle . 
drug or surgical technique. They promise to 
save lives and improve health on a vastly 
broader scale — for medicine, after all, is only~ 
as good as the doctor who treats you.

His Busy Day Begins at 8:30 a.m. 


Up at seven, he’s at his desk in the Pentagon by eight- ~ 
thirty. Urgent messages have to be disposed of before © 
the 9:00 am. war operations briefing by Maj. Gen. 
Charles P. Cabell, Chief of Air Force Intelligence. 
‘ In normal times, the Joint Chiefs of Staff—of which ~ 
Vandenberg is a member—met three times a week, but a 
since the start of the Kofean War, the sessions have ~ 
been held almost daily at 10:00 a.m.
